The original estimate was $326,000, but 
the plans of the Brazilian commission 
aa developed contemplate so extensive 
an exhibition that the larger sum is re- 
quired to carry them into effect 


Recent ndvices from Bfazil indicate 


that thcro will be very little opposition 
to the appropriation in congress, and 
an additional appropriation of the 
sum of 9530,000 will be made by the 
legislatures of the several states for 
their independent exhibits. 


It seems that Brazil will expend 


more money in her representation at 
the exposition than any nation except 
the United States, and more than any 
of the states of this country except 
Illinois.

zons, Brazil, has asked the legislature 
for an appropriation of $25,ODD, in addi- 
tion to the amount appropriated by the 
general government to-pay the expense 
of its exhibit at Chicago.

A MARINE DISASTER. 


The Bark Charlwood Cut in Two 


by a Collision 


SHDIHSTAHTLY SEHT TO THE BOTTOM. 


The Brave Conduct of the Captain and 


Crew Thwarted by an Accident to 


the Lifeboat—Many Women and 


Children Drowned. 


, Oct. 37.—A disastrous colli- 


sion between the steamer Boston and 
the bark Charlwood, off the Eddystone 
rocks, occurred about 4 o'clock yester- 
day morning, when it was intensely 
dark, and the wind blowing a strong 
gale. The people on the bark hardly 
had a glimpse of the Boston before the 
collision, and as the steamer struck 
them the bark began to sink almost at 
the same instant. 


The Charlwood was almost cut in 


two; nevertheless Capt. Hiscocks, of 
the ill-fated vessel, stood on the poop, 
and as coolly as if on a summer sea, 
gave orders for the lowering of the 
lifeboat. The boat was lowered, the 
seamen obeying us bravely as their 
captain ordered. The women and ap- 
prentice 
boys 
entered 
the 
boat 


which was about to put off, when 
the bark gave a sudden lurch, and 
foundered. The davits struck the life- 
boat and made it capsize, and the 
women and boys were thrown into the 
angry sea. Their bhrieks were heard 
for several moments, until most of 
them were swept out of sight under the 
waves. A seaman named Jones seized 
the daughter of the captain, aged 13 
years. 
She was the darling of the 


crew. Jones held her across a plank 
until the boats, which had instantly 
put off from the Boston, came to the 
rescue. 


A schooner earned the Albion hap- 


pened to be passing. Her crew heard 
the shrieks of the drowning women, 
and hastened to give assistance. They 
rescued seven, Two of the survivors, 
battered and exhausted, were taken to 
the hospital at Falmouth. The • pilot 
had left the Charlwood only an hour 
previously, wishing the captain and 
crew a prosperous voyage,

' The English ana Chili. 


The prompt action ot the government 


in demanding indemnity and satisfaction 
at the hnnda of the Chilian government 
for the inexcusable outrage inflicted 
upon inoffensive American Bailors in the 
streets of Santiago has had the effect of 
bringing to the front English capitalists 
interested in Chilian enterprises. Tney 
insist that the United States government 
is noting too hastily in the matter—thot 
it should first make a thorough investi- 
gation ot before enforcing its demands. 


When we take into consideration the 


fact that the same capitalists have great 
financial and business interests in Ohili, 
and that they have filed through their 
government 
a claim 
for $50,000,000 


against Chili as indemnity for lossos by 
the late insurrection, we are led to con- 
elude that for consummate cheek and 
impudence these English capitalists have 
attained the pinnacle. 


A declaration of war with Chili by the 


United States would seriously interfere 
with the bueinees of these Englishmen, 
as a blockade would at once shut them 
oit from the markets for the products of 
the nitrate beds, which they have secured 
a firmer hold upon as the result of the 
late insurrection. There is little doubt 
that tho Inte disturbance in Chili is 
largely due to these capitalists, nnd also 
that the ill feeling in that country toward 
the United States has been worked up 
through these foreign agencies; and it 
the result ot snob interference be the 
blockading of the Chilian ports by our 
men-of-war, they have themselves alone 
to blame. 


Our government is pursuing the only 


honorable course, Its citizens and sol- 
diers have been wantonly murdered upon 
the streets of a Chilian oily. These facts 
hav« been learned by due investigation. 
The demand for satisfaction has been 
made; our men-of-war have their prows 
directed towards the coasts of Chili, 
where they will enfotoe tho demands of 
our government, nnd it these English 
plutocrats don't like the situation, they 
had belter prevail upon tho government 
of Chili, which they seem to control, to 
satisfy this government before the Ynn- 
keo fleet reaches the shores ot Chili, The 
time for trilling has passed nud only 
prompt and dioisive action is in order.

EM. BBFTJBLIOIN:—The Herald-Dee- 


patch this morning in discussing the 
situation as to the Union street sewer 
extension, mode a statement which is a 
lie when it says that I wanted $650 for 
the right of way for the sewer across my 
property, and I can prove the falsehood 
by Mayor Chambers ftud Mr. Tut tie. I 
did not ask tor one dollar for the right of 
way. 


About six months ago the aldermen 


referred to in the malicious article in the 
Herald-Despatch and the city attorney 
drove along Deoatur street, and I had 
them atop at the eewer. I asked them 
to get out and take a look at the sewer, 
but they hod no time to spare. I did 
state that I did not want a dollar for the 
right of way; that I would do more to 
get rid of the nuisance in front of my 
door. I wonld agree to do all the grad- 
ing across my property free of charge; 
but at that time I had presented to the 
mayor and port of the aldermen and city 
attorney a plan to extend the eewer 
through my place to the south line by 
laying two 24-inch tile, side by side, and 
in this case tbe sewer wonld all be below 
the surface of "the ground, and conse- 
quently there would be no necessity for 
a thick brick wall or the filling in of low 
places on the east side. The bnildiug of 
the brick sewer to rise 5}<J feet out of 
the ground was not then contemplated. 


Aa to the city's liability to me, I will 


say that I have already all the legal ad- 
vice I want on that point. There is not 
a judge nor jury in the state that would 
not say that my properly has not been 
damaged by the city dumping filth on 
my property. The gentleman who wrote 
that article in his paper has at various 
times stated in his columns that my 
property has been damaged by this 
sewer. In reading his article one would 
suppose that I WOB going to bring suit 
for the damages I expect to receive here- 
after. This is not the case. The suit it 
brought would be tor the damage I have 
already received.
